HAGUE CONFERENCE MET FOR ITS 
FINAL SITTING SATURDAY, 


Sixteen States Signed the Arbitration 
Declaration Baron de Staal's 
Farewell Address. 


The Hague, Jaly o1.—The interna 


tional peace conference met for its fia | 
| 


sitting Saturday, when it was announces |, 


ed that sixteen states had sighed the) 


arbitration convention, fifteen the other | « 


two conventions, seventeen the declara. | 
tion prohibiting the throwing of pro | 
jectiles or explosives from balloons; | 
sixteen the declaration prohib.ting the 
use of asphyxiating gases, and fifteen | 
the declaration 
expansive bullets. Baron De Staal de- 
livered the farewell address, thanking 
the representatives of foreign states 
Hie said the work accomplished, whlir 
not so complete as might be desired 
was sincere, wise and practical ‘The 
great principles of the sovereinity of 
individual states and iuternationas 
solidarity, apparently had becu recon 
ciled by what they had accompiislied 
He affirmed that in time te come in 
stitutions which had their origin in 
the need of concord would be the 
inating influence, and that thus the 
work of the conference Was truly nen 
torious. A letter was read from the 
Queen of Holland to the pope, asking 
his moral suppert of the conference, 
and the reply, promising co-operation, 
and recalling the fact that le had 
many times performed the function of 
arbitrator, and assuring her majesty 
that, in spite of his present abnormal 
position, the pope would contrive to 
seek the advancement of civilization 
The three conventions dealing with ar- 
bitration, the laws and eustoms of war, 
and the adaptation of =the Geneva con 
vention to naval warfare, were not 
signed by Germany, Austria, Hungary, 
China, Great’ Britain, Italy, Japan, 
Luxemburg, Servia, Switzerland, or 
Turkey. The United States only sign 
ed the arbitration convention under 
that reserve. Roumania also made re 
servation. The three declarations pro 
hibiting the throwing of explosives 
from balloons, the ase of asphysiating | 
projectiles, and the use of dum dum | 
bullets were not signed by Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, China, Italy, Japan,

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CANADIAN IRON. 
Plans Prepared for Blast Parnaces  Ad- 


vantages of Welland Canal, 


Butlalo, Jaly 3i1.—Frank B. Baird, 
of this city, extensively engaged in the 
nanufacture of iron and steel, was wit- 
ness before the New York state com- 
merce commission here Saturday. In 
the course of his testimony he referred 
to the revival of the tron industry in 
Canada. Canada, he said, is to become 
a great competitor in the iron industry. 
That country bas offered, tor five or six 
years, a bounty of $2 a ton in pig iron 
He said he had examined, within a 
week, four different sets of plans for 
furnaces in Nova Seotia, and scores of 
others were planned. <A great deal of 
capital will be thus invested. He said 
there was much to tear from this 
source; Batlalo’s greatest menace at 
present is the Welland canal 

“ET would rather have,’ he said, ‘'a 
blast furnace in Buffalo than in any 
other place in this country; but | 
would rather bave a blast furnace on 
the Welland canal than any other place 
in America’’ The bounty offered by 
Canada, and the facilities for shipment 
on the Welland canal, he explained, 
were certain advantages 

“What will this bounty cost the peo 
ple of Canada in five years ©’ Mr. Baird 
was asked, 

“PT should say it) would bankrupt 
that country,’ he said, *‘Elandreds of 
furnaces would be started and would 
be continued, even though the bounty 
was Withdrawn Gne contemplated 
fornace, ‘said Mr. Baird, ‘would draw 
82,000 a day bounty, and,’ he added, 
“PT don't think Canada can stand that 
sort of thing very long.” 

“TL expect,’ continued Mr. Baird, 

to begin building «a furnace on the 
Welland canal next spring. ”’
